RETURN uf the Date of the Commencement of theTow.tt.AN v and Tenement V a lu ation 

of the County of Tipperary ; Date at which the Valuation of each Barony was sent in by the 

Valuators to the Central Office in Dublin ; Date of the Issue of the Primary Valuation ; 

Date of the first Meetinsr of each Committee of Appeal, and of the final Meeting of the 

Committee of Revision; Cost of the Valuation of the County of Tipperary, up to the 

Spring Assizes, 1351. 

1st. The townland valuation under the 6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 84, was commenced in Tipperary 
in 1844, but little beyond preliminary arrangements were made during that year. 

In the year 1845, a commencement was made on the tenement system in anticipation of 
the Tenement Valuation Act (9 & 10 Viet. c. 110), which passed in 1810, but the work was 
not in full operation previously to the passing of the above Act. 

2d. The dates at which the valuators sent in their notes of the field valuation of each 
barony cannot be given, because, in accordance with the instructions, the valuators sent up 
the field books of each parish as soon as completed, when, in consequence of representations 
from proprietors and their agents, it became necessary to commence a revision of the tene- 
ments, the boundaries and extent of which had varied materially within a few months, and 
those changes progressively increased to such an extent, that previously to the printing of 
the primary valuation, it frequently became necessary to make a second, and sometimes even 
a third revision of the tenements within the limits of a single parish, »o as to make the whole 
reasonably correct at the period of printing. 

The field books thus sent in and revised for each barony amounted on an average to 17. 

3d. The townland valuation being deduced from the aggregate amount of the tenements 
within each townland cannot be commenced until the appeals have been heard, both in the 
Sub-commissioner’s and Barrister’s courts. 

The tenement valuation of the entire county is now completed, and the primary valuation 
printed, with the exception of two baronies, both of which will be ready for printing in the 
month of June next. 

The total expenditure incurred on the tenement valuation of the North and South Ridings 
of Tipperarv amounts to 22,483 I. 3 f. 11 d., or about 5 d. per acre ; but nearly one-half of 
the above sum ha* been expended m consequence of the numerous and successive revisions 
which were rendered necessary by the changes which have taken place in every barony 
during the progress of the valuation.

RETURN of the Counties in which (if the Bill passes) the Towns will be subjected to 
County Rates assessed on the full letting Value of the Houses, and in which Houses 
under £.5 in Value will be assessed, and of Counties in which the Houses in Towns are 
assessed on a Valuation calculated at Two-thirds of their Value, and in which Houses 
under the Value of £.5 are exempted. 

Under the Bill, all houses in towns and country throughout Ireland will be subjected 
to County Rates assessed on their full rent value, less the deductionsrequ iied to cover 
repairs, insurance, rates, taxes, &c. 

Under the townland valuation which has been completed, and is in operation in 26 
counties, houses under 5/. in annual value are exempted, and all other bouses, whether in 
town or country, are valued at the sum each would reasonably let for by the year, deducting 
one-third part from such sum or rent; but the Act does not require that any deduction 
should be made to cover repairs, insurance, rates, taxes, &c., and in consequence no such 
deductions have been made.

The cost of the uniform townland valuation of the 2G counties amounts to 160,145/. 13s. id., 
or about 2$ d. per acre. Cost of tenement valuation of the counties of Dublin, Queen’s 
County, Kilkenny, Carlow, parts of Kildare, King’s County and Meath, together with the 
counties of Tipperary, North and South Ridings, Waterford, Limerick, Cork, Kerry, and 
municipal borough of Drogheda, is 08,526/.
